Correct breathing is the first essen- 
The sounds 
nre pushed out of the mouth, as it 
were, by the breath, and the only 
effective way of increasing volume in 
speech is by using more breath. The 
ordinary method of _ breathing 
through . the nose Is suMcient for 
stage purposes, and must be supple-~ 
mented by abdominal breathing. 


This moans that the actlon of the 
lungs, usudly brought about by 
drawing in the sides of the chest, 
must be ngsisted by drnwing in. the 
stoninach, The nmount of breath thus 
Inhaled .is too great to be taken in 
by the nose, and the mouth must 
he slightly opened to allow free 
passage for the alr, Take a deep 
breath before each sentence, and tet 
It out evenly and economically, re- 
plenishing the supply at every pos- 
rible pause, If the text of the part 
in badly punctuated, you. may find 
it necessury to insert pauses of your 
own, Do ‘not Iet these be too fre- 
quent, and avoid taking: tn breath 
in rhort gasps, At every full stop 
ov toni pause, take a very deep 
breath before proceeding, 


By the Open Window 


The lungs will have to be exercised 
resularly until they ‘are accustomed 
to this concentrated use, Apart en- 
tlrely from. stage practice, deep 
breathing Is a very dinportnnt factor 
in the possession of a healthy body, 
which incidentally Js an absolute 
necessity to the actor, Deep breath- 
inte exercizes, necompunted by arm 
raising. and lowering, as taught fn all 
physical training systems, should be 
done in front of an open window, 
every morning. . 


In this way a strong ond healthy

A Coroner's inquiry wos held by 
Mr. W. Schofield, at the Central 
| Magistracy yesterday afternoon, into 
j.the circumstunces surrounding, the 

death of a foundrymaon, Sze Kuen, 
aged 21 years, who succumbed to in- 
juries received when a picee of iron 
fell on his head while he was at work 
in the foundry of the Talkoo Dock- 
yard on October 21, . ae 

The jury, comprising Messrs. F, 
Lopez (foreman), Wong Po-lin’ and 
M. Kunlhiro, returned a verdict of 
aceldental death. 

Inspector O'Connor, officer-in- 
charge, of the Shaukiwan Police 
Station, represented the Poller. 

Dr; G. H. Thomas, of the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital, stated that the 
cause of death was a fractured skull 
and injury to the ‘brain. The In- 
furles ‘were’ consistent with some-

Iron From Propelicr 


- A piece of fron (produced in 
Court) wns handed to him by a 
workman as being the cause of the 
injury to deceased.’ Witness sald he 
visited the foundry and was shown 
n hole In the roof through which the 
piece of fron -was stated to have 
come. The deceased had been 
working exactly underneath the hole 
{n the roof, On making further en- 
quiries, he found that the plece of 
{ron had come from a place where a 
propeller was being broken up. 
This was outside the foundry. and 
ubout 25 feet away from the foundry 
wall, The propeller wns being 
broken up by 2 crane hoisting an 
jron weight of about one and o hal 
tons. The crane Is worked 
automatitally and no one atani 
near it when the weight drops. 

Tron had been broken up in this 

way for the lost 27 years, and as far 
as witness could remember there had 
never been an accident before. The 
dump formed by the iron scrap there 
wus 15 lo 18 feet high, and acted as 
a safely screen. The roofing of the 
foundry wrs of corrugated asbestos 
sheeting, and the hefght of the 
-foundry was about fifty fect. The 
picce of iron must have travelled n 
distance of 35 fect horizontally and 
60 feet vertically. Safety precau- 
tions ‘were taken by two men when 
{ron was being broken up, and work- 
men were warned not to approach 
the place. 

Sin Wah, the crane driver, said he 
had been driving the crane at the 
Taikoo Dockyard for the last four 
years, and had been working on the 
erano used ‘that ‘afternoon since last 
year, He had never known pleces 
of iron to fly more than two or three 
feet when the weight dropped, and 
hnd never known a piece of fron to 
fly 65 fect into the nir and drop 35 
fect away from the breaking place.

THE DYSENTERY 
OUTBREAK 


That the community general- 
ly and mothers in particular, 
should have become gravely 
concerned over the outbreak of 
infantile dysentery, which has 
taken such a heavy toll of 
children of uropean parentage, | 
occasions no. surprise. Never 
within our recollection has the 
Colony been subjected to such 
an heavy incidence of mortality 
amongst. such children from an 
outbreak of this character. The 
epidemie © broke out with 
startling suddenness, and, at! 


. ee ' 
first, before its seriousness be-, 


carne «pparent, there was a 
tendency in health circles to 
regard ‘it as nothing worse than 
a seasonal outbreak. It has 
since been shown, however, to 
de much more than that. The 
fact—that_dysentery._is_not a. 
notifiable disease has doubtless 
been a factor in increasing the 
difficulty of tracing. its precise 
‘Jorigin. Its most, probable that 

the outbreak was due to a com- 


mon cause which, for one reason | } 


or another, .had- largely. dis- 
appeared by the time the serious- 
ness of the outbreak became 
evident. The disease often has 
its origin in contaminated water, 
but, as’ Dr. Pope has pointed 
out, this can hardly have been 
the case in the present epidemic 
which has touched aregs widely 
separated and not drawing their 
water supply from the same 
source, Similarly, fruit and 
vegetables seem to be’ ruled out, 
as so many of the fatal cases have 
been among children who, by 
reason of their tender years, do 
.jnot normally have these comesti- 
bles in‘their diet. Milk could 
easily be the cause of the out- 
break, of course,.but we under- 
stand that the authorities have 
not yet definitely established the 
source ofthe trouble. It may 
be that they never will be able to 
do so with absolute certainty. In 
some countries the pusteurization 
of milk and cream is made com- 
pulsory by law, and, on the 
principle, that prevention is better 
than cure, the authorities here 
might’ well: consider. applying 
that requirement. to all dairies in 
the -Colony. The .making of 
dysentery. a ‘notifiable -disease 
might also be of. valuc in enabling 
the authorities to get quickly on 
to . possible sources of infection 
when outbreaks occur. The 
~|public .. is certainly not. satisfied 
with conditions as they are. It 
is therefore the duty of the 
authorities. to give close study to 
the origin of the present scourge 
and to take such measures as 
e| will, as far as humanly possible, 
:_ {prevent a recurrence of the tra- 
gic happenings of the past week.

CTING is, essentially, the art of 

appearing” to be what. you are 
not, and the desire to act is inherent 
in neurly ali human beings. Most 
children delight in’ dressing up and 
imitating their favourite heroes or 
their elders, but that docs not mean 
that they are “born actors’. There 
are no born actors: any more than 
there xre born doctors or born ac- 
countants. Acting is) an art and 
must be Jearnt, ‘it has an intricate 
technique, and a inechanical Ielk- 
round which can be acquired only 
by study and practice. 


I hope, in these articles, to lay 
down some . elementary ~Jines on 
which this study can be pursued, and 
because of the necessity of corhpres- 
sion in newspuper materinl my 
choice of subjects is purely arbitrary, 
I do not pretend to set out here a 
“system” of acting. Such a thing Js 
not possible, and if it were, several 
large volumes would be required to 
do justice to the subject. 


Ever since the art of acting deve- 
loped from the primitive tribal 
dances of our very distant ancestors, 
there have been amateurs os well as 
professionals, and since the sixteenth 
century amateurs have hnd a pro- 
found Influence an the devclopment 
of the theatre as we know it.

Experts estimate that there are 
between fificen and twenty thou- 
sand amuteur acting bodies in Bri- 
tain to-day, and there must be up- 
wards of two million people directly 
Interested in them, The -amoteur 
stage is, then, n mest important 
factor in thd culture and amusement 
of this country, and it is worthy of 
belng taken very seriously. 

The problem of findIng'a suitable 
stage to'act on, and food teachers to 
work with is a very difficult one for 
most omateurs, and many of them 
in small towns can only join the 
single _ amateur socicty there and 
make the best of whatever conditions 
are ‘to be found, or choose some 
other outlet for thelr artistic desires. 
The ultimate aim of a conscientlous 
amateur should be to ‘Jain a well 
conducted Little Theatre with com- 
petent preducers ond good cquip- 
ment, but if this is impossible it docs 
not-mean that he or she must be 
content with mediocrity, for if there 
is a stage to nct on, and parts to 
play, there are all the materials 
needed for training in acting. .

It 
was the view, too, ndopted in a good 
many countries, Sweden, Norway, 
Finland, Denmark, Switzerland and 
Holland, where the law had been 
changed for the same purpose. No 
stututory definition of uniform was 
offered in the Bill. Prosecution 
under this clause could only. take 
place with the nuthority of the At- 
torney Gencral. This ensured thot 
the Inw would be rensonably and 
uniformly applicd und private pro- 
secutions ruled out. 

With regard to the clause in the 
Bill dealing with ‘processions, he 
noted that there was no gencral pro- 
hibition of them, but power was

Most 
children’ delight in dressing up and 
imitating their favourite heroes or, 
thelr elders, but that docs not mean 
that Ahoy are “born actors", There 
are no born actors ‘any more than 
there are born doctors or born ac 
countants. Acting is an, art and 
must be learnt, it has nn intricate 
technique, and u mechanical back- 
ground which can be acquired only 
by study and practice. 


. I hope, In these articles, to lay 
down some Glementary Iines -on 
which this study can be pursued, and 
because of the necessity of compres- 
sion in netvspaper material my 
cholce of subjects is purely arbitrary. 
I do not pretend to sct out here a 
“gyatem" of acting. Such a thing is 
not possible, and ff it were, several 
lnrge volumes would be required ‘to 
do justice,to the subject.

The problem of finding a suitable 
stage to act on, and good teachers to
